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President Taft and His Idea 
of the Negro s Best Friends 


Mr. William Taft, President of 
these United States, shows a mar¬ 
velous facility for getting on the 
right track and saying the wrong 
thing. The most glaring example 
of this is, of course, the tariff, but 
his attitude toward the American 
Negro is a fatal second. Not only 
is Mr. Taft particeps criminis with 
the late Mr. Roosevelt in the crime 
of Brownsville, but he added to 
that the Taft Doctrine of recogniz¬ 
ing race prejudice, instead of fit¬ 
ness, inTederal appointments-. On 
top of this, and in the face of a 
record of .murder, lynching and 
burning in this country which lias 
appalled the civilized world and 
loosened the tongue of many a 
man long since dumb on the race 
problem, in spite of this, Mr. Taft 
has blandly informed a deputation 
of colored men that any action on 
his part is quite outside his power, 
if not his interest. 

Finally, Mr. Taft has several 
times expressed himself on Negro 
education. First he was quite en¬ 
thusiastic for the education of 
the Negroes’ hands. Then—on the 
eve of his nomination to the presi¬ 
dency—he discovered at Fisk Uni¬ 
versity a few black brains that 
deserved cultivation, but sparingly 
—sparingly. He would not over¬ 
do this sort of thing. Lately, on 
the eve of his campaign of renomi¬ 
nation to the presidency, Mr. Taft 
has again declared that the Negro 
“ ought to come and is coming more 
and more under the guardianship 
of the South!” This statement 
is, to speak mildly, extraordinary; 
and it will make thinking black 


men carefully considerate as to 
whether they are willing to enthrone 
this policy in the White House for 
another four years. 

Let us examine the dictum: 
When a guardian is appointed it 
is because he has shown in the 
past some capacity for the position. 
One would not isuallv ask a mur¬ 
derer to guard life, nor a slave 
driver to direct labor, nor a liber¬ 
tine to protect girls. Or if by 
chance such an one is so appointed, 
it could only be that despite a 
forbidding past he has shown un¬ 
mistakable signs of repentance, 
and will and ability to do right. 
We ask now in all charity and calm¬ 
ness: Have the Southern States 
of this land in the past or in the 
present exhibited any desire or 
ability to settle the Negro problem 
with reason and justice? The ans¬ 
wer lies in nine burning words: 
Slavery 
Peonage 
Mu lattoes 
Murder 
Mobs 
Lynching 
Disfranchisement 
Illiteracy 
Prejudice. 

We submit to any unprejudiced 
judge that a people that have shown 
no greater capacity for dealing 
with a great social problem than 
these fearful words indicate are 
not fit to be given sole and exclu¬ 
sive charge of ten million cattle 
much less ten million human souls. 

And we further declare that 
a man who in the light of the his¬ 
tory of this land can stand up and 


deny to the conscience and ability 
of the North and West any right 
to help in the settlement of a 
problem which belongs to them 
just as much as it belongs to the 
South, if not more—we declare 
that such a man has no business 
to be President of the United 
States. The Crisis. 


THE JIM CROW MEETING 
POORLY ATTENDED 

The conspicuous absence of the 
great body of our business and 
professional Negroes from the jim 
crow meeting held at Blanchard’s 
Hall Monday was another note¬ 
worthy victory for this journal. 
Of the 20,000 Negroes in this city 
alone, less than 600 attended and 
heard the President’s special Jim 
crow message. A newspaper man 
who attended the meeting informs 
us that by actual count theVe were 
present 500 persons, the majority 
of whom were women. The Ne¬ 
groes who prize the manly respect 
of their fellow citizens higher than 
they do a little momentary cheap 
notoriety avoided that meeting 
as they would a pestilence. And 
another thing is, the men and wo¬ 
men who remained away from 
the meeting were too busy earning 
a competence to waste an afternoon 
and pay car fare to have the Presi¬ 
dent make the speech to them that 
they are making to their children 
daiiy. They flatly refused to be 
a party to such child’s play. In 
short, they read The Liberal . 
and endorsed its manly stand. 
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A MOTLY GANG 

There were about 280 women 
in the crowd composing the audi- 
ience; the balance excluding the 
white people were about as motly 
a gang as ever got together on 
social terms under the same roof. 
There were present old men whom 
we delight to honor and preachers 
whom we wish we didn’t know 
there were professional men paying 
the balance due on old railroad 
passes; others, who were vainly 
trying to touch the hem of some 
ticket boss's government; in this 
group were ministers of Christ 
who, while riding on a pass, col¬ 
lected full fare from their church 
members—putting it in their poc¬ 
kets; and other professional men 
who were in need of a political 
boss who could send them by. short 
cuts to financial success without 
hard, honorable struggles, and that 
ever-increasing bunch of humanity 
who are striving to get something 
for nothing.. There were moral 
leaders who perhaps felt the need of 
the devil’s exchequer to help them 
lift up humanity. Then there were 
finely dressed “ macks” who live 
on the earnings of the denizens of 
the underworld—men who avoid 
voting to escape paying taxes. 
There were also a score or more of 
Pullman porters who had just 
reached the city, who have never 
voted and had been rounded up 
for the occasion. These, with .the 
bosses who for years commercialized 
the Negro vote with a corruption 
funds furnished the old beaten 
discredited machine and those who 
attended to get a glimpse of the 
hungry horde, made up the audi¬ 
ence. 

Why the President of the United 
States was used 

This is the gang into whose hands 
hands the President of. the United 
States was delivered in order to 
bolster up an organization whose 
corrupt practices and career . of 
slander has made its name a hissing 
and a by-word. Two years, ago, 
by vituperation, slander and bribery 
it tried to force the Negro voters 
into the camp of the advocates of 


a wide open town. Last year, 
failing to defeat Governor Johnson 
at the primaries they went into 
the Democratic camp and tried 
to defeat him at the polls. 

This year they took the name 
“Republican” out of the consti¬ 
tution of their discredited organi¬ 
zation to prevent the endorsement 
of any Republican candidate for 
office and are now dividing their 
time between the two leading can¬ 
didates who are opposing the Good 
Government ticket.. 

That is why the machine made 
the President of this mighty nation 
the drawing card to bolster up the 
blasted fortune of an organization 
whose corruption has broken its 
own spinal column. The colored 
vote must be recaptured. That 
organization fought every one of 
the amendments in the recent 
campaign, concentrating its heaviest 
attacks against the Suffrage, Ini¬ 
tiative, Referendum and Recall 
Amendments. 

The President of the Uait-ed 
States was meanly used to rally 
the beaten forces of political 
corruption for a last final desperate 
stand. 


“SOCIAL EQUALITY” 

A colored physician of Kansas 
City has made a speech at a large 
meeting in Denver in which he 
protests that he does not want 
“social equality.”. It happens, 
however, that social equality is 
precisely what this gentlemen does 
want and we can prove it; if our 
readers will turn to the March num¬ 
ber of the Crisis they will learn that 
this same physician got on a 
Pullman car to ride into Texas and 
was ejected. He protested vigor¬ 
ously,a s he ought to have done, 
and* brought suit. Now riding on 
a Pullman car is social equality 
and there is no use in pretending 
that it is not. Equal civic rights 
are impossible without social equal¬ 
ity. Equal political rights are im¬ 
possible without social equality. 
When American Negroes recently 
sent a protest to England com¬ 
plaining of civil and political degre- 
dation what did the South retort? 
Practically all the white Southern 


papers said this is “demanding 
social equality,” and it was. Social 
equality is simply the right to be 
treated as a gentleman when one 
is among gentlemen and acts like 
a gentleman. No person who does * 
not demand such treatment is fit 
for the society of gentlemen. Of 
course, what the speaker meant 
to say was that he had no desire 
to force his company on people 
unnecessarily if they objected to 
him, but such a right does not 
imply* * equality” but “superior¬ 
ity,” and this speaker knows or 
ought to know that every time a 
black man says publicly that he 
is willing to be treated as a social 
pariah, he is forging the chains 
of his social salvery. Let intelli¬ 
gent black men stop this sort of 
talk. If they are afraid to demand 
their rights as men, they can, at 
least, preserve dignified silence.

THREE BALES OF COTTON TO 
THE ACRE 

CALEXICO, Oct. 13.—Leslie 
Bennett, who has a cotton ranch 
west of this town, came in yester- 
day with the final report on his 
sixteen acres of upland staple cot¬ 
ton that he has been cultivating 
this summer. He had a surveyor 
measure sixteen acres of land that 
he considered good for cotton. 
He prepa ed the ground in the 
manner that he deemed best, plant¬ 
ed his seed and has just finished 
his first picking. 

The astonishing total of twenty- 
four bales from the sixteen acres 
for the first picking was his report. 

There remains on the plants 
opened bolls equalling in number 
those that have been picked and 
it is a safe estimate that as much 
cotton will come from this patch 
in the next two pickings as was 
secured in the first, making a 
yield of three bales to the acre 
for Mr. Bennett. 

While this is an exceptional 
case, it is exceptional only in the 
fact that cotton growers have not 
heretofore known just how to 
handle their crops because of in¬ 
experience. This is the third year 
that cotton has been grown on a 
commercial scale in Imperial Valley 
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and the farmers are “getting wise” 
and know how to plant, cultivate, 
water and care for their crops.

Trades 

‘ There is another feature of 
race development to which I cannot 
fail to call your attention at this 
time. This refers to the matter 
of seeing to it that the youths of 
the race in a larger measure pre¬ 
pare themselves for service in the 
fundamental skilled trades. Too 
large a proportion of youths are 
content with little odd jobs, or 
hand to mouth callings. Too many 
of our young men are content to 
be mere waiters, or Pullman car 
porters, or tip-takers in some easy 
position that carries little with it 
that is permanent and dependable 
in the way of laying a foundation 
for the present or the future. 
The whole Southland is full of 
opportunities for skilled workmen 
at high wages. In Alabama, for 
example, there are colored men who 
are earning from $3 to $5 a day as 
bricklayers. In the Birmingham 
district of Alabama there are color¬ 
ed men who are earning from $5 
to $10 per day as skilled laborers 
in the various iron and steel 
manufacturing enterprises of that 
State. What I say of Alabama 
is true of other States. 

“Without the least fear of ex¬ 
aggeration, I would state that 
employment can be found for 100 
additional Negro architects, 300

Just in proportion as we 
seize hold of and use the tremen¬ 
dous economic and material op¬ 
portunities* that are at our door, 
will every journalist, teacher, minis¬ 
ter, lawyer and doctor share in the 
benefit and be strengthened.
